.bustle and commotion followed as the 
delegates and audience settled Into their 
seats, and Chairman Carter o£ the na- 
tional committee declared'the Republi- 
can presidential convention of 1S96 open 
lor business beJore;it. He said:

The motion as put by Chairman Car- 


ter was carried by a unanimous vote, 
and the convention received the result 
with cheers. 


Chairman Carter: "I now have the 


distinguished honor to present to you. 
as your temporary presiding officer, Hon. 
Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana." 


As Mr. Fairbanks came forward the 


convention heartily applauded him. He 
delivered the following address: 


Mr. Fairbanks said: I am profoundly

There are seven gangs of men engaged 


iu sewer work by the city jasc now. 


This means that the names of 400 men, 


as large a number as was ever employed 
a; one time by the cits- are on. the pay- 
rolls. 


On iho'Oaklnnds sewer alone there . are 


100 men, and they have already laid 250 
feet of brick sewer. The sewer starts on 
a level with the river and makes a rise of 
t".n feet at the end of about every sixty 
feet "built. This same principle was used 
in the construction of the 
Chelmsford 


s-.rcet sewer and is something new in. this 
section. Four steam drills and two der- 
ricks are also constantly in use in this 
sev/er. 


The Mammoth road and Bellevue street 


sewers are finished. 


Xighc work has been suspended 'on the 


Gorlmru street sewer, and the fact that a 
ledge han Ijeen struck which requires con- 
stant blasting to clear a way, is accounta- 
ble in pare for this move.

Milholland denounced Morton as the 
"Tool of Platt,'.' and Platt as "The one 
man power that made New York Repub- 
licans the laug-hing stock of the nation." 


T. C. Campbell of New York said it 


was a sudden combine of a number of 
the most disreputable 
bosses in the 


party to^ aid a fellow boss. "You all re- 
member'" he said, "that Tom Platt has 
•old out the party again and.again in 
N'e-w York. By this move, he intends to 
sell out McKinley, i£ possible.

When ,these speeches were finished,

Senator Platt declined In the most 


positive manner 'to say. anything for 
publication. 
"Mr. Morton Is a candi- 


date for president," was his terse as- 
sertion, and no other view would he ex- 
press upon the situation. Others in the 
New York delegation -were inclined to be 
more 
loquacious. Chairman Hackett 


said: \"If Mr. Morton is defeated for 
president In the convention he will be 
nominated for vice president, despite 
Mr. MUIer or any other power he chooses 
to Invoke." 


Silver Men Disappointed. 


The silver men were disappointed over 


the comparatively strmll vote for Sena- 
tor Dubols lor the position of chairman 
of the committee on resolutions. They 
had expected that he would receive .1C 
or 12 votes, Instead of four, which were 
cast for him. They had counted upon 
the votes of California and Wyomlnjf. 
and of several of the territories in ad- 
dition to these, four. It appeared upon 
the rollcall that the territorial repre- 
sentatives were absent, and the Cali- 
fornia and Wyoming men voted for 
Senator Foraker. It is of the action of the 
last two that the silver men complain. 
They say that as these two states in- 
structed for the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, they had a right 
to expect their support for the free sil- 
ver candidate for temporary chairman.

"V/hen all were seated. Mr. Carter made 
the following explanation: 


"Gentlomen of the convention: Owlnp 


t(i the fact that a concert was held In this 
auditorium last night, the cards desig- 
nating the places of respective states 
and territories became somewhat dls- 
H.i ranged.
